Belleville City Council OKs hiring appraiser for proposed library site

The Belleville City Council approved 
paying up to $4,000 to get two of its parcels 
appraised as the Belleville Area District 
Library attempts to tie up proposed library 
sites. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council, city attorney Steve Hitchcock 
unexpectedly turned what was planned to 
be a closed-door session on an undisclosed 
topic into a public discussion on the library 
site. 

Hitchcock said he already talked about 
his written opinion in closed-door session 
at the July 15 meeting. That’s when he and 
the mayor refused to reveal the topic of the 
discussion. 

Hitchcock said he provided to library 
attorney John Day the city’s options for the 
library property. The city wants to control 
the library actions so if the city took the 
option, the library would not be able to 
purchase the city property for resale. 

But, he said, the library thinks if they 
sign it the way Hitchcock drafted it the city 
could collect the option money and delay 
and not approve the site plans and force the 
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library to walk away from the project. And, 
keep the money. 

In order to get a reasonable option 
price, Hitchcock said he would like to get 
appraisals of two pieces of property, which 
could be done within the next 30 days for a 
cost of $2,500 to $3,000. 

“I need permission to spend money to 
find out the value of the property,” said 
Hitchcock, noting there might be another 
purchaser for the property. 

The two lots being appraised are the site 
of the present library and the city parking 
lot across the street, which have separate 
property identification numbers. 

The district library has announced it will 
reveal the three potential library sites at its 
next meeting, Sept. 10, and discuss them 
publicly at an Oct. 2 meeting. 

In other business at Monday’s half-hour 
meeting, the council: 

e Directed attorney Hitchcock to put 
together an amended fireworks ordinance 
limiting times of day that consumer 
fireworks can be set off, as permitted by 
new state law. He will write the ordinance 
and bring it back for introduction and to set 
a public hearing. Council members hope the 
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public will attend the hearing to give their 
feelings on limiting times of fireworks; 

e Approved allowing the Belleville Area 
Council for the Arts to sell spaces at Victory 
Park for the annual citywide yard sales 
Sept. 7 and 8. Cost is $10 for two days. For 
more information, call 697-8123; 

e Was reminded that the next meeting will 
be on Tuesday, Sept. 3, because of Labor 


Day on Monday; and 

e Heard Police Chief Gene Taylor praise 
the “verbal judo” of Clerk/Treasurer Lisa 
Long who “stepped up to the plate and did 
a good job in a tough situation” at a recent 
incident at city hall. “She has that soft 
voice,” he said. Chief Taylor’s comments 
caused Long to blush. 


Ex-attorney White hires Michael 
Vincent for criminal investigation

Attorney Michael J. Vincent of Ypsilanti 
has been hired by former Belleville 
attorney Thomas A. White to represent 
White during the Michigan State Police’s 
current investigation of what Vincent said 
was “Embezzlement.” 
Vincent said Friday that he has contacted 
the State Police on White’s behalf. 
“People are innocent until proven 
guilty,” Vincent said, adding that everyone 
should be patient and let the legal process 
proceed. 
“Tt will be a long while,” Vincent said of 
the time until the issue is resolved. 
White, who practiced law on Main Street 
in the City of Belleville for 20 years, was 
disbarred on July 15 for stealing money 


from clients. On July 19 he filed for Chapter 
7 bankruptcy protection. 

Michigan State Police reportedly started 
an investigation of White in May. 

More than 40 people claiming to be 
White’s victims gathered at Victory Station 
in Belleville on Aug. 1 to consider what 
could be done. 

Royal Oak attorney Steven Z. Cohen, 
who already had a client who sued White, 
called the meeting and six other attorneys 
were present. They invited victims to 
join together in a general adversary 
proceeding against White, which would 
be less expensive than each one hiring an 
individual lawyer.

set for 11 a.m., Aug. 28, before Bankruptcy 
Trustee Wendy Turner Lewis at Room 315, 
211 W. Fort St. Building in Detroit. 

In his bankruptcy filing, White stated he 
had 1-49 creditors, had estimated assets 
of $100,000 to $200,000, and estimated 
liabilities of $1 million to $10 million. 

White paid a retainer of $2,500 to the 
law firm of Gold, Lange & Majoros of 
Southfield to assist him in the bankruptcy 
filing and represent him at the meeting of 
creditors and confirmation hearing of the 
bankruptcy proceedings. White agreed to 
pay all court-approved fees and expenses 
exceeding the amount of the retainer. 

White is expected to take the Fifth 
Amendment and not testify in the Aug. 28 
meeting. 

The Michigan Attorney Discipline Board 
ordered White to pay restitution in the 
aggregate amount of $333,604.67, plus 
costs of $1,801.53. The notice was issued 
July 18 and he filed bankruptcy on July 19.

Speed, alcohol believed to contribute 
to head-on collision in Van Buren

While the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission was considering federally 
funded work planned for Belleville Road 
to make it safer, police were cleaning up 
after a head-on collision in the area being 
discussed. 

The personal-injury accident occurred at 
about 5:05 p.m. on Wednesday, Aug. 14, 
just south of Meijer when a Cadillac Seville 
turning right onto southbound Belleville 
Road crossed the center line and traveled 
into the north-bound lanes. 

VBT Police Lt. Kenneth Floro said the 
Cadillac, driven by Jackie Van Steppes, 
57, of Belleville, struck a Dodge Dakota 
pickup truck head on. Van Steppes suffered 
serious injuries from the accident and was 
transported to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
by Huron Valley Ambulance. 

The driver of the Dodge Dakota was 63- 
year-old Bernard Evans of Belleville who 
was not injured and was released at the 
scene. 

Lt. Floro said the incident remains under 
investigation and speed and alcohol are 
believed to be contributing factors in the 


accident. 

That evening the VBT Planning 
Commission endorsed a plan that would 
put a new traffic signal in the area of the 
site the accident took place.

VBT Supervisor 
needs to play nice 
with her board 


After Tuesday’s meeting, Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Linda Combs 
proudly told supporters that she refused to 
“cave,” which was the only way her deputy 
supervisor issue could be solved that night. 

At that meeting, the 2013 VBT budget 
couldn’t be amended as planned because 
the board voted 6-1 to pull it from the 
agenda. (Combs voted no.) 

At issue was the title and pay of Deputy 
Supervisor Karin LaMothe. 

Earlier this year, Combs was planning 
a week-long vacation and wanted to put 
Executive Assistant LaMothe in charge of 
her office while she was gone. Someone 
questioned putting an appointee in charge 
of the township and Combs, in a huff, 
decided to name her assistant as deputy 
supervisor, to give LaMothe the power. She 
called a judge for the swearing in and sent 
emails to some of the board members with 
45-minutes notice to attend the ceremony. 
Then, she went on vacation. But board 
members thought she should have included 
them in discussions on her plans and are 
still smarting. 

VBT has never had a deputy supervisor 
before. Other townships that have part-time 
supervisors have full-time deputies to run 
the offices. But never in VBT. 

At Monday’s workshop, Treasurer Budd 
said she couldn’t pay a deputy supervisor 
out of an executive assistant line item. On 
Tuesday, Combs said she had to and dug in 
her heels. It’ll all be back Sept. 3.

5. The next day I got a call from Det. 
Greenway saying I was to make up my 
complaint. 

6. I did and then tried once again to contact 
Sgt. Moore and was told once again that I 
needed to contact Det. Greenway of Wayne 
County. I wanted to know where to send 
my complaint. 

7. I did. Det. Greenway informed me in 
no uncertain terms that I was not to contact 
him. He would contact me when he had time, 
as he was working on cases that involved 
people losing their lives, etc. I honestly did
